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DETAILED ACTION 
Status of Claims 

This is in response to amendment filed 02/15/06. 
Claims 1-7 and 9-18 have been cancelled. 

New claims 24-35 have been added. Therefore claims 8 and 19-35 are pending. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The rejection of claim 7 under 35 U.S.C. 112, second has been withdrawn in view of the 
cancellation of claim 7. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The rejection of claims 1-5, 8, 10, 13-14 and 16 under 35 U.S.C. 102 has been 
withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed 
or described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the 
subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the subject 
matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made 
to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was 
made. 
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2. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 

obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims 
at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application 

indicating obviousness or nonobviousness. 
Claims 8 and 19-35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

Andoh et al, (U.S.Patent number 6,239,077) for the reasons set forth in the office action 

mailed on 12/07/05. 

Response to Amendment 

Applicant's arguments filed 02/15/06 have been fully considered but they are not 
deemed persuasive. Applicants argue that Andoh et al., the prior art of record teach 
compositions that are applied to plants and to soil and that the composition is effective 
at killing pests on plants and soil. Contrary to applicant's assertion, the intended use of 
a composition is not given any patentable weight. Moreover, the composition of Andoh 
et al., is not limited to plant and soil application because formulations taught in Test 
Example 1 , column 29 bridging column 30, are clearly applicable to veterinary use. 
See column 30, lines 1-3, where the composition is diluted to 500 ppm. Also see 
column 29, line 4 where it is taught that the composition is suitably diluted with water. 
Additional formulations exemplified in examples 2-4 can be used on mammals. 

Applicants next argue that Andoh et al., does not teach or suggest the outcome 
of the Andoh composition when administered to parasites that live in or on mammals. 
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In response, it is correct that Andoh et al., is silent on the application of the composition 
on mammals. However, there is nothing of record to show that the composition taught 
by Andoh et al., is toxic or causes adverse reactions when administered to mammals. 
Since the reference teaches an agricultural use for the composition, one of ordinary skill 
would have a reasonable expectation of success employing Andoh et al., well-diluted 
composition on mammals, barring a showing of adverse reaction on mammals when the 
composition is administered. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See MPEP
